Negroes as Slaves, as Soldiers, and as Citi¬ 
zens,” by the Hon. George W. Williams, of 
Cincinnati, O. 

D. Appleton & Co. publish this week E. 
Hospitalier’s important volume on “The Mod¬ 
ern Applications of Electricity,” translated and 
enlarged by Dr. Julius Maier. They have also 
ready a striking picture of life in Asia entitled 
“Norodom, King of Cambodia,” by Frank 
McGloin. 

P. Blakiston, Son & Co. have jiow ready 
“ Buzzard on Nervous Diseases,” previously an¬ 
nounced. It makes an exhaustive work of 
nearly five hundred pages. They have also 
ready the second revised edition of Higgins’

They also issue the twenty-first edition, 
revised and enlarged, of Molesworth’s “ Pocket 
Book of Useful Formulae and Memoranda for 
Civil and Mechanical Engineering.” 

John Wiley & Sons have published an im¬ 
portant work for mill-owners, underwriters, ar¬ 
chitects, engineers, etc., entitled “Fire Pro¬ 
tection of Mills,” by C. J. H. Woodbury. The 
volumes contain full information as to proper 
fire protection of mills, the construction of 
floors, etc., with chapters on electric lighting, 
and a number of other subjects of value to 
those for whom the book is intended. 

Funk & Wagnalls have in press an im¬ 
portant work known as the “ Schaff-Herzog 
Encyclopaedia of Religious Knowledge.” This 
encyclopaedia will give in alphabetical order a 
summary of the most important information in 
all branches of religious and moral knowledge 


—exegetical, historical, biographical, doctrinal, 
and practical. The work is based upon the 
“ Real-Encyklopadie ” of Dr. Herzog, and is 
under the editorial supervision of Dr. Philip 
Schaff. It will be in three volumes and will be 
sold by subscription. 

Porter & Coates will shortly issue, besides 
Cook’s “ England, Picturesque and Descrip¬ 
tive,” noted in our last issue, a number of en¬ 
tertaining and valuable books. Among these 
may be mentioned an illustrated poem by Flo¬ 
rence Baily, “ Gleanings from the Fields of 
Life,” a very attractive gift-book, with colored 
plates, engraved text, and ornamental initial 
letters. “ The Deserted Village,” with 35 en¬ 
gravings, from designs by Hammatt Billings, 
will be published in the same style as “The 
Bells,” issued last year by this house. Boys 
will welcome “Ben’s Nugget; or, A Boy’s 
Search for Fortune,” a new book by Horatio 
Alger, Jr., the concluding volume of the Pacific 
series. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. have just issued “ The 
Mystery of Godliness,” by H. G. Kern, in 
which the author recounts the “mysteries” 
which have beset him, and reports his solution 
of them, or at least his investigation of their 
worst disturbance. They have also published 
“ Astronomy for Schools and General Readers,” 
by Isaac Sharpless, Professor of Mathematics 
and Astronomy, Haverford College, and Prof. 
C. M. Phillips, Principal State Normal School, 
West Chester, Pa. The special effort of the au¬ 
thors has been to render clear the abstruse points 
in the science, to distinguish between theories 
and established facts, while mere speculations 
are altogether excluded. The volume is hand¬ 
somely gotten up, and well illustrated. 

Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co. have just 
ready an important work, specially noticeable 
for the fact that though bearing the imprint of 
a London house it is distinctively an American 
book—written, printed, indexed, and bound in 
this country. It will have a value to all stu¬ 
dents of American political history. It is en¬ 
titled the “Constitutional History and Politi¬ 
cal Developments of the United States,” and is 
from the pen of Simon Sterne, a. well-known 
member of the New York bar. It is exhaust¬ 
ive, authentic, and popular, and suitable alike 
for the jurist and student. The work treats of 
the history of the Articles of Confederation, the 
Constitution and the various departments of 
the government, as also of the political division 
of parties from Washington’s administration to 
our own time. The volume is a low-priced 
i2mo, and has a full and careful index prepared 
by Mr. L. E. Jones. 


Correction. —Our attention has been called 
to ap oversight by which the two American 
editions of Skeat’s etymological dictionaries 
have been given in the Educational Catalogue 
(page 73) under the identic short title, “ Etymo¬ 
logical Dictionary.” In order to avoid future 
misunderstandings, subscribers will do well to 
make the correction in their reference copy by 
adding the word “concise” to the Harper edi¬ 
tion. Macmillan’s edition is “ a cheap edition 
without abridgment.” Harper’s, although not 
a mere “abridgment,” but entirely rewritten 
by the author, is, as the title implies, a com¬ 
pendious hand-book.

“ Every man is a debtor to his profession , froni 
the which , as men do of course seek to receive 
countenance and profit , so ought they of duty to 
enaeavor themselves by way of amends to be a 
help thereunto .”—Lord Bacon. 

A striking illustration of improper applica¬ 
tion of those trade margins which are necessary 
to induce industry and capacity to invest the 
bulk of their capital and labor in the book 
business, is the reversed bazaar method adopted 
by certain publishers of periodicals, namely: to 
offer their journals free, or at a “ grand ” reduc¬ 
tion, to any one remitting the publisher’s price 
for any book he may desire. (We have a case 
before us where a book is offered $2 below 
the original price, and the journal free for 
one year !) It is a practice injurious to all 
concerned, even to the one unfortunate who 
finds himself driven to resort to this desperate 
trick, for is it not an open concession that his 
journal cannot stand on its own merit, and that 
people are not expected to take it unless they 
can get it as a sort of free wrapper? This sui¬ 
cidal practice would be a benefit to the com¬ 
munity were it not for the injury this desperado 
is doing to others. He cannot obtain the books 
from the publishers or jobbers without “ just a 
bit” demoralizing them, as they in their heart 
must know that in giving an outsider the benefit 
of the trade margin they are injuring the trade to 
whom it belongs ; he necessarily also demoral¬ 
izes the public, for either he gives the value he 
promises or he does not, hence either deceives 
it or gets it into the ways of not fully paying for 
value received. The injury to the bookseller 
is, as usual, the most palpable. The injury to 
the publisher being one rather of the future than 
of the present, which is reconciled by the fresh 
sale, is not so conspicuous. But there can be no 
policy more shortsighted. The result is un¬ 
avoidable. The books, passing out of the book 
trade into the hands of Tom, Dick, and Harry, 
not for the ends of honest bookselling, but as 
the means to serve the tricks of other trades, 
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will be used by Tom, Dick, and Harry just so 
long as they retain their baiting power. This 
quality will decrease in the same proportion in 
which the perverting of books into bait will be 
on the increase. Unfortunately while this beau¬ 
tiful process is taking its natural course, the 
book trade may be so weakening that it is the 
publisher who finally must foot the bill. To 
the comfort of the people, it may be said that 
this selling books to any one, and at any price, 
will by and by give them books even at lower 
prices than what they now pay for the bait. If 
people only could be brought to believe, and be 
made happy in the satisfaction that they actually 
pay less for those books than in equity they 
should ! But nothing is more cheapening than 
being handled by the cheap Johns, and nothing 
gives less satisfaction after the excitement of 
the “bargain” is over than the second thought 
that perhaps it was, after all, no bargain. 


The long-debated question, u Who wrote 
Shakespeare ?” has, at least as to his “ chief” 
works, been settled in a quiet way by the Publish¬ 
ers’ Weekly. It is not the question of the “ Ba¬ 
con Shakspere ” or the “ William Shakespeare,” 
but of the “ Rossetti Shakspeare,” and this 
“ Rossetti Shakspeare,” “ written chieflyf par¬ 
enthetically remarks the Publishers’ Weekly, 
by Arthur Gilman, has been much in demand 
by the ordinary public as by savants.” The 
Weekly says many strange things in a very 
strange manner, but it surely will never be able 
to surpass this. 


UNIFORM EDITIONS. 

“ How few American authors,” writes “ Tem¬ 
pleton” from Boston to the Hartford Courant, 
“appear in uniform editions! Looking over 
the last volume of the edition of Bret Harte, 
which Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have just is¬ 
sued, I am reminded of this. We have here a 
complete and very convenient as well as hand¬ 
some edition of Mr. Harte’s stories, poems, and 
essays. It is pleasant to see them together on 
the library shelves, and it is a great advantage 
to get at them in this way instead of being 
called to search through toward a dozen vol¬ 
umes for some favorite or desired piece. This 
is an honor that is not often paid an author 
before his death, and Bret Harte should be 
thankful for receiving it. There is no uniform 
edition of Mrs. Stowe’s writings, though there 
ought to be. The question of copyright stands 
in the way of this. She has had four different 
publishers in Boston and one in New York. 
Miss Alcott has lared better. She has had 
practically only one publisher, and a very 
tasteful one. Mr. Howells’s writings are scat¬ 
tered about in a diversified form. So are Henry 
James’s. It is the same with the English wri¬ 
ters where copyright does not stand in the way. 
We had for years to go to Europe to get a com¬ 
plete edition of Thackeray in presentable shape, 
and for a long time the Harpers would neither 
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make one themselves nor let any one else make 
it. The first uniform edition of George Eliot 
was issued in Boston, and caused a big quar¬ 
rel between the Osgoods and the Harpers. 
Charles Reade’s novels were got together un¬ 
der similar circumstances. The Harpers be¬ 
gan to publish Wilkie Collins in uniform vol¬ 
umes, but have stopped—perhaps because they 
think the books are not worth it. They have 
done better with William Black, to whom they 
give a good library edition. They ought to 
give one to R. D. Blackmore, too, whose best 
novels have never been published in this coun¬ 
try except in pamphlet form. Mr. Henry Holt 
has done a little better with Thomas Hardy's 
books, the pages of his editions being uniform 
in size, though the styles of binding vary. 
Blackmore and Hardy seem to me to be worthy 
of library preservation, the former for his poetic 
style, picturesque manner, and the genuine air 
of romance that pervades his stories; the lat¬ 
ter for the originality of his books, in which 
there is something almost unique. A uniform 
edition of Anthony Trollope in a library would 
be a curiosity. It would fill more than forty 
volumes of the size of this Bret Harte edition. 
Trollope is the most voluminous of modern 
writers of fiction (or of any others out of Spain), 
and he seems in a good way to double his 
books before he dies. The singular thing is 
that he is now as likely to write a good book 
as he ever was. Some of his last are among 
his best books, and his best books are very 
good indeed. I should say that Mrs. Oliphant 
follows him the nearest in the number of books 
of any writer of our day. We ought to have 
uniform editions of every writer who is worth 
reading a second time, or worth keeping for 
another generation of readers, though in the 
case of Trollope perhaps a selection would be 
sufficient." 


OBITUARY. 

ALFRED J. FISHER. 

One of the best known and most successful 
men in his branch of the trade, Mr. Alfred J. 
Fisher, died suddenly at Craryville on the Hud¬ 
son on Wednesday, July 26. Mr. Fisher was 
born in Philadelphia in 1842, but has been a 
manufacturer of valentines and a publisher of 
colored toy-books for children in this city for 
nearly 20 years—a business which he conducted 
with great success. He was one of the first to 
introduce to the trade what were alleged to be 
comic valentines, and found, for them a ready 
market. In January last Mr. Fisher fell down 
the hatchway of the building at No. 24 Vesey 
Street, in which his manufactory is situated, 
and received injuries which confined him to 
his house, at No. 148 Summit Street, Brooklyn, 
for several weeks. Before he was really able 
to do so, and against the advice of his 
physicians, he, a few weeks since, returned to 
the management of his business. A relapse 
followed, and he was again confined to his 
house. His friends thought that his brain had 
been affected by his injuries, but that his physi¬ 
cians denied. On the 22d ult. he went to 
Craryville, hoping to recover his health there. 
On the 26th ult. his friends received word from 
Mrs. Fisher that her husband was getting along 
nicely, and nothing more was heard from him 
until the receipt, late on the same day, of a tel¬ 
egram announcing his death.

—The 
Sunday-School Times , July 8 and 15, gives re¬ 
views of the new singing books of the season. 

Contemporary Literature. —There is an 
excellent survey of American, British, and Con¬ 
tinental literature, in Appletons' Annual Cyclo- 
pcedia for 1881. 

Emerson. —The Literacy World for July 15 
contains “An Emerson .Concordance, being a 
Partial Index to Familiar Passages in his 
Poems," by W. S. Kennedy. 

Economic Botany. —“Vegetable Technolo¬ 
gy : a Contribution toward a Bibliography of 
Economic Botany," by B. D. Jackson, is a com¬ 
panion volume to Mr. Jackson’s equally labori¬ 
ous and valuable “Guide to the Literature of 
Botany." 

Egyptian Hieroglyphs.— The Library of Cor¬ 
nell University , No. 2, contains a desirable ac¬ 
count of the apparatus—grammars, texts, dic¬ 
tionaries, and reference works—for the study of 
the Egyptian hieroglyphs. 

Works of Reference for Pharmaceutists. 
— The Druggists' Circular for August prints 
P. W. Bedford’s paper on “ Self-Education for 
Young Pharmacists," in which are recommended 
a number of important books for study. 

Mathematics.— The Library' of Cornell Uni¬ 
versity , No. 2, gives seventeen pages of classified 
titles of works relating to mathematics, covering 
so far about one eighth of the so-called Kelly 
Mathematical Collection of the Library. 

Foreigners in England.— The June number 
of the Bibliographer contains an interesting list, 
by Edward Smith, of books of travel written by 
“Foreigners in England," which is disfigured, 
however, by some ugly misprints.— Monthly 
Notes of the Lib. Assoc, of the U. K. 

Shakespeariana.— Mr. Wm. J. Rolfe pub¬ 
lishes in the Literary World for July 15, a list of 
the publications of the new Shakspere Society. 
Mr. W. H. Wyman has issued a “ Bibliography 
of the Bacon-Shakespeare Literature" in an 
eight-page pamphlet, containing 63 titles in all. 

Bicentennial Reading.— The July Bulletin 
of the Library Company of Philadelphia con¬ 
tains under the above heading, besides the 
general references, special ones to the Early Ac¬ 
count of the Country; Swedes and Dutch on 
the Delaware; William Penn; The Grant and 
Settlement of Pennsylvania; Contemporary 
Tracts; Histories; Landing of Penn ; Essays, 
etc., on Special Subjects. The references have 
been prepared by F. D. Stone, Librarian of the 
Historical Society. 

English Books.— The third volume of Samp¬ 
son Low’s English Catalogue of Books, an 
alphabetical list of works published in the 
United Kingdom, and of the principal works 
published in America, with the dates of publi¬ 
cation, indication of size, price, edition, and 
publisher’s name, is just ready. The volume 
comprises the books published from January, 
1872, to December, 1880. Price, bound in half 
morocco, ^2,2s. It “goes without saying" 
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that every well-appointed book-store and library 
must have it. 

Criticism of Dickens.— The Literary World 
in reply to an inquiry states : “ Any leading re¬ 
view or magazine, English or American, for the. 
last six months of 1870, and for 1871 and ’72, 
would be almost certain to contain critical 
articles on Dickens and his works. In particu¬ 
lar see ‘ Dickens and Thackeray compared/ by 
D. C. Brooks, North Am. Rev., 92, 488 ; ‘ Dom- 
bey and Son/ by E. P. Whipple, Do., 69, 383 ; 
‘ American Notes,’ by C. C. Felton, Do., 56, 212 ; 
58, 225; ‘Charles Dickens,’ by C. E. Norton, 
Do., 106, 691 ; ‘American Notes/ Harper's M., 
36, 119 ; Lippincott's M. 11, 124; 13, 517; the 
Contemporary Rev. for February, 1869, and the 
Westminster Rev. for July, 1864, and April, 
1865.” 

German Books. —Mr. K. A. Linderfelt, libra¬ 
rian of the Milwaukee Public Library,has sent us 
a copy of his new classified catalogue of German 
books in the library, a work which reflects 
much credit on the compiler. The classification 
is admirably adapted to the bulk of the books, 
and the system of numbers adopted admits 
shelf additions without disturbing the class ar¬ 
rangement in the library. The arrangement 
under the classes is alphabetical by authors, 
and under the sections of Fiction and Drama by 
titles as well as by authors. A general alpha¬ 
bet of authors is prefixed, so that every possible 
finding facility is given. The selection is so 
discriminate and representative that the cata¬ 
logue may prove also for other libraries a useful 
work of reference. 

Robert Browning.— The Browning Society 
is certainly in luck with its work during its 
first year. Not only has it procured the starting 
of eight other prosperous Browning societies or 
clubs,but it has produced a “Browning Bibli¬ 
ography” (by Mr. Furnivall), and several excel¬ 
lent papers on the poet’s works ; it has assured 
the publication of a volume of “ Stories from 
Browning” (by Mr. F. May Holland), the com¬ 
pilation of a “Browning Primer” (by Mr.. 
Sutherland Orr), and of a “Lexicon of Brown¬ 
ing Allusions ” (by the Rev. F. Millson); and 
now one of its members, Mr. T. J. Wise, comes 
forward and undertakes to compile for it a 
“Browning Concordance,” after the plan of 
Mr. D. Barron Brightwell’s excellent “Tenny¬ 
son Concordance.” Seeing that the society was 
not really under way till last October, it can 
show a fair “log” for its seven months’ run.— 
Academy.

Mrs. Ellen W. O. Kirk, the wife of the his¬ 
torian and editor of Lippincott’s Magazine , is 
spoken of as the author of the Round Robin. 
novel, entitled “A Lesson in Love.” 

Mr. Frank D. Millet, the well-known artist 
and war correspondent of the London Daily 
News, is in Sweden with Mr. Thule de Thul- 
strup, preparing some articles for Harper V 
Magazine. 

It is reported, says the New York Tribune, 
“ that Mr. F. H. Underwood’s biography of 
Whittier has been undertaken at the request 
of the poet. The same writer will also prepare 
a biography of Dr. Holmes, the latter having 
given his assent to the project.”

La Revue Artistique , a weekly publication- 
devoted to the interests of artists, amateurs, 
and buyers, has just been started in France. 

A new periodical entitled Notes, Queries , and' 
Answers, has recently been published by S. C. 
& L. M. Gould, Manchester, N. H. It is ed¬ 
ited by Prof. N. B. Webster, of Norfolk, Va. 

Le Livre for July contains, among other valu¬ 
able features, the first of a series of articles by 
S. Blondel on the writer’s tools, and in the first 
place concerning the pencil, of which the earli¬ 
est mention, he says, is in a printed book, “ De 
Rerum fossilium Figuris” of the year 1565. 
Colored crayons we owe to Jacques Cont6, a 
French chemist commissioned by the Revolu¬ 
tionary Committee of Public Safety to supply 
the loss of the English article when war had in¬ 
terrupted commerce. To this day, however, 
France has neither plumbago nor cedar-wood 
for making lead-pencils, and is obliged to im¬ 
port these essential materials. Lamartine,, 
says M. Blondel, always used a pencil in com¬ 
posing, for fluency’s sake. 
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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Mr. Charles F. Richardson, editor of Good 
Literature , has accepted the professorship of 
English literature at Dartmouth College. The 
college may be congratulated in having been 
fortunate enough to secure “ the right man for 
the right place.” 

Townsend MacCoun announces the publi¬ 
cation of a series of standard classics under the 
general title of “ MacCoun’s Latin and Greek 
Texts.” The initial volumes of the series will 
be ready in the fall, and will be “Homer’s 
Iliad” and “Horace.” 

James R. Osgood & Co. have in press Lieu¬ 
tenant Danenhower’s “ Narrative of the Jean¬ 
nette Expedition,” revised and augmented 
from the original newspaper report. It will be 
illustrated with the author’s portrait, a picture 
of the Jeannette , a chart of her cruise, etc. 

William R. Jenkins, New York, has made 
arrangements with Prof. W. Williams, of Edin¬ 
burgh, and will hereafter publish in America 
his well-known works on veterinary medicine 
and surgery. A new edition of the “ Veterinary 
Medicine,” carefully revised and considerably 
enlarged, will be issued in the fall. 

Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co. will publish 
in October “The United States Art Directory 
and Year-Book.” The book is designed to be 
a guide for artists, art students, travellers, etc., 
and will contain a great amount of valuable in¬ 
formation concerning the art schools, art muse¬ 
ums, and other public collections of works of 
art, art clubs, and art societies throughout the 
United States; a list of the exhibitions to be 
held during the coming season ; notices of 
American artists deceased during the past 
year ; a list of art publications issued during 
the same period ; addresses of all the recog¬ 
nized artists of the United States, together with 
a variety of other facts interesting to those who 
are in any way connected with the fine arts. 
It will be issued under the editorial supervision 
of Mr. S. R. Koehler, the well-known editor of 
the late American Art Review. 

James J. Chapman, Washington, D. C., an¬ 
nounces that he will have ready about August 
12, McPherson’s “ Hand-book of Politics for 
1882.” This volume, which has been prepared 
by Hon. Edward McPherson, Clerk of the 
House of Representatives of the United States, 
will contain a record of the important political 
facts which have occurred from July 1, 1880, to 
July 31, 1882. The record will cover all the 
votes in Congress, and the action of the Presi¬ 
dent upon the Chinese, the Mormon, and the 
Geneva Award Questions ; upon tariff and in¬ 
ternal revenue taxation ; upon every phase of 
the banking question ; the principal decisions 
of the United States Supreme Court of that 
period ; upon apportionment; the liquor traffic ; 
women’s rights as citizens ; education ; the 
electoral count; inter-state commerce, etc., etc. ; 
with tables showing voting population, and 
population in each State, the condition of pub¬ 
lic debt, national banks, revenues, expendi¬ 
tures, etc.

Griffith & Farran will publish immedi¬ 
ately, under the title of “Talks about Science,” 
a collection of popular lectures on scientific 
subjects by the late Thomas Dunman. It will 
be prefaced by a brief biographical sketch by 
Mr. Charles Welsh.

Each is an original work by a writer 
of repute, containing about 160 pages, and the 
price is only one franc a volume. One of the 
three that have already appeared is an histori¬ 
cal sketch of English literature, by M. Leon 
Boucher, of Besangon, and among the an¬ 
nouncements are “ Les Races Humaines,” by 
M. Abel Hovelacque; “ Les Basques et le 
Pays Basque,” by M. Julien Vinson ; and 
“L’Espagne des Goths et des Arabes,” by M. 
L6on Geley. 

The Rivingtons’ “Annual Register” for 
1881, just issued in London, contains much, 
valuable political information. It tells of the 
Parliamentary revolution begun by the Parnell- 
ites in fighting the Land Bill; the short-lived 
ministry of Gambetta; the French occupation 
of Tunis, of which the real causes are clearly 
set forth ; the military coup-d'etat in Egypt; the 
assassination of the Czar Alexander ; the assas¬ 
sination of Garfield—events which made the 
year 1881 notable. Equally valuable are the 
daily chronicle of events and the obituaries. 
In the “ Retrospect of Literature, Science, and 
Art,” a summary is attempted for the last two 
provinces; but literature is treated in detail, 
with an attempt at independent judgment on 
each of a certain number of books. The text 
of the Land Bill of 1881 as brought in and of 
the act as passed are given in the appendix.
